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Exhibitions,  Lectures,  Special  Events 
Mark  Library’s  Millionth  Acquisition 


On  Monday,  November  19,  the  Central 
Library  of  the  University  will  mark  an  im- 
portant milestone  in  its  70-year  history  when 
it  celebrates  the  acquisition  of  its  one-mil- 
lionth  item.  In  so  doing,  it  will  become  the 
first  university  library  in  Canada  to  reach 
the  one  million  mark  in  books,  periodicals 
and  pamphlets.  Taking  into  account  the 
holdings  of  the  other  libraries  of  the  Uni- 
versity and  its  affiliated  universities  and  col- 
leges, the  library  resources  of  the  University 
of  Toronto  now  exceed  1,890,000  and,  at 
the  present  rate  of  growth,  will  pass  the 
two-million  mark  sometime  in  1963. 
Measured  in  quantitative  terms,  the  library 
system  of  the  University  is  among  the  dozen 
largest  university  systems  in  North  America. 
At  present,  it  has  a greater  bookstock  than 
the  combined  collections  of  McGill,  Laval, 
and  British  Columbia— the  next  three  largest 
Canadian  university  libraries. 

Another  indication  of  the  growing  im- 
portance of  the  University  of  Toronto 
Library  came  recently  when  the  Library  was 
invited  to  join  the  Association  of  Research 
Libraries,  a group  of  sixty-five  of  the  most 
important  research  libraries  in  North 
America.  Membership  in  this  association  is 
limited  to  major  libraries  whose  collections 
and  services  are  recognized  as  having 
national  significance.  In  evaluating  uni- 
versity libraries  as  potential  members,  con- 
sideration is  given  to  the  number  of  doctoral 
degrees  conferred,  the  number  of  disciplines 
in  which  the  doctoral  degree  is  offered,  and 
the  annual  expenditure  for  books,  periodicals 
and  binding.  At  present,  Toronto  and  McGill 


are  the  only  Canadian  universities  which 
qualify  for  membership. 

As  its  one-millionth  acquisition,  the 
Library  has  been  successful  in  obtaining  an 
outstanding  manuscript— a French  royal 
patent  dated  1563  and  thought  to  be  the 
earliest  original  document  in  Canada  relating 
to  exploration  or  discovery  in  the  New 
World.  The  patent  proclaims  the  elevation 
of  Trollius  de  Mesguez,  the  Marquis  de  La 
Roche,  to  the  court  of  Charles  IX.  It  was 
signed  by  Jacques  Bourdin,  Secretary- 
General  of  France,  and  sealed  in  the  pre- 
sence of  the  boy  King  and  his  mother 
Catherine  de’  Medici.  La  Roche  is  notable 
in  Canadian  history  as  the  founder  of  an 
ill-fated  colony  on  Sable  Island  between 
1598  and  1604. 

On  November  19,  The  Chief  Librarian 
officially  will  receive  the  La  Roche  manu- 
script from  Robert  F.  Chisholm,  chairman 
of  the  Varsity  Fund,  as  tangible  evidence  of 
the  part  the  Fund  can  play  in  furthering 
the  scholarly  and  research  aims  of  the 
Library.  Purchase  of  the  manuscript  from 
the  collection  of  Dr.  Alexander  E.  Mac- 
donald, a noted  collector  of  rare  books  and 
manuscripts  and  a 1916  graduate  in  Medi- 
cine, was  made  possible  by  a generous  grant 
from  the  Varsity  Fund.  Dr.  Macdonald  has 
indicated  that  the  proceeds  from  the  sale 
of  the  patent  are  to  be  turned  over  to  the 
Dr.  Alexander  E.  Macdonald  Foundation 
Trust  to  support  work  in  ophthalmology. 

To  mark  the  occasion  of  the  one-millionth 
acquisition,  several  other  events  are  planned. 
On  Sunday,  November  18,  at  4 p.m.,  Presi- 
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dent  Bissell  will  formally  open  two  Library 
exhibits,  one  featuring  the  collection  of 
manuscripts  of  the  noted  Canadian  novelist, 
Mazo  de  la  Roche,  presented  to  the  Library 
by  Miss  Caroline  Clement,  along  with  de  la 
Roche  correspondence  presented  by  John 
Gray,  president  of  the  Macmillan  Company 
of  Canada  Limited,  and  by  Edward  Weeks, 
editor  of  the  Atlantic  Monthly;  the  other, 
a science  display,  will  highlight  the  Cana- 
dian satellite  project  and  will  include  a 
model  of  the  satellite  “Alouette”.  On  Mon- 
day the  Library  will  sponsor  two  public 
lectures.  Edward  Weeks,  of  the  Atlantic 
Monthly,  will  speak  on  “Mazo  de  la  Roche 
as  a Writer”  at  3 p.m.  Dr.  John  H.  Chap- 
man, director  of  the  Canadian  satellite  pro- 
gram and  deputy  chief  superintendent  of  the 
Defense  Research  Telecommunications 
Establishment  of  the  Defense  Research 


Board,  will  report  at  4 p.m.  on  “Topside 
Sounder”,  better  known  as  Alouette, 
Canada’s  ionospheric  probe  launched  Sep- 
tember 29  from  the  Vandenberg  missile 
range  in  California. 

Also  in  conjunction  with  the  November 
19  ceremonies,  there  will  be  a meeting  of 
the  chief  librarians  of  fourteen  Canadian 
university  libraries  in  order  to  review  the 
findings  of  the  recent  survey  of  research 
collections  in  the  humanities  and  social 
sciences  conducted  by  Edwin  E.  Williams, 
Counsellor  to  the  Director  on  the  Collections, 
Harvard  University.  Dr.  W.  Kaye  Lamb, 
National  Librarian,  will  act  as  chairman  for 
this  meeting  which  will  discuss  the  survey 
report  and  attempt  to  frame  suggestions 
for  consideration  by  the  National  Conference 
of  Canadian  University  and  Colleges,  spon- 
sor of  the  survey. 
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Lord  Devlin,  Dean  Griswold,  Chief  Justice 
McRuer  and  Principal  Corry  join  Lieutenant 
Governor  in  opening  ceremonies  for 
Law  building 


The  formal  opening  of  the  Faculty  of  Law 
Building  by  the  Lieutenant-Governor  of 
Ontario,  the  Hon.  J.  Keiller  Mackay,  will 
take  place  at  2.30  p.m.  on  Thursday,  Nov. 
22.  The  following  day  a special  series  of 
lectures  will  be  given  in  the  morning  and 
afternoon.  At  the  Fall  Convocation  in  the 
evening  of  Nov.  23,  honorary  degrees  will  be 
conferred  upon  distinguished  lawyers  from 
Canada,  Great  Britain  and  the  United  States. 

The  Law  Building  on  Queen’s  Park  is 
the  Faculty’s  first  permanent  home  since  the 
Ontario  legal  profession  recognized  univer- 
sity training  in  law  in  1949.  One  wing  of 
the  building  formerly  was  the  home  of  Sir 
Joseph  Flavelle;  the  other  wing  is  a new  one 
containing  a library  and  lecture  rooms.  Reno- 
vations and  additions  have  cost  more  than 
$1,000,000. 

At  the  Fall  Convocation,  honorary  degrees 
will  be  conferred  upon  Dr.  J.  A.  Corry, 
Principal  of  Queen’s  University;  Baron 
Devlin,  Lord  of  Appeal  in  Ordinary;  Dean 
E.  N.  Griswold  of  the  Harvard  University 
Law  School;  the  Hon.  J.  C.  McRuer,  Chief 
Justice  of  the  High  Court  of  Ontario;  and 
Dr.  Clarence  B.  Farrar,  Professor  Emeritus 
of  Psychiatry  in  the  Faculty  of  Medicine, 
University  of  Toronto. 

On  Friday  three  of  the  honorary  graduands 
will  deliver  lectures  in  the  Law  Library.  At 
10  a.m.  Chief  Justice  McRuer  will  speak  on 
“Liability  without  Fault  in  the  Law  of 
Torts”.  Dr.  Corry  will  discuss  “The  Future 
of  Public  Law”  at  11.15  a.m.  The  final  lec- 
ture, on  “Mental  Abnormality  and  the  Crimi- 
nal Law”,  will  be  given  at  3 p.m.  by  Lord 
Devlin,  who  also  will  give  the  Convocation 
address. 


Dr.  Corry  is  a graduate  in  law  and  a 
Rhodes  scholar  from  the  University  of 
Saskatchewan,  where  he  began  his  teaching 
career  as  Professor  of  Law  in  1927.  He  was 
appointed  Hardy  Professor  of  Political 
Science  at  Queen’s  University  in  1936,  Vice- 
Principal  in  1951  and  Principal  in  1961.  He 
is  the  author  of  “Democratic  Government  in 
Politics”  and  “Elements  of  Democratic 
Government.” 

Baron  Devlin  is  one  of  the  best  known 
of  British  judges.  As  a student  at  Christ’s 
College,  Cambridge  ( of  which  he  now  is  an 
honorary  Fellow),  he  was  president  of  the 
Cambridge  Union.  After  being  called  to  the 
bar  in  1929  he  served  as  Prosecuting  Coun- 
sel to  the  Mint  from  1931  to  1939  and 
Attorney-General  of  the  Duchy  of  Cornwall 
from  1947  to  1948.  He  has  been  Master  of 
the  Bench  at  Gray’s  Inn  since  1947.  In  1948, 
he  was  knighted  and  appointed  Justice  of 
the  High  Court,  Queen’s  Bench  Division. 
He  was  named  Lord  Justice  of  Appeal  in 
1960.  A year  later  he  was  created  a life  peer 
and  appointed  Lord  of  Appeal  in  Ordinary. 
He  served  on  the  Rhodesia  and  Nyasaland 
Inquiry  Committee  of  1959,  and  is  former 
Chairman  of  the  Council  of  Bedford  College, 
University  of  London.  He  has  published 
several  articles  dealing  with  the  relation 
between  law  and  morals  and  civil  liberties 
and  has  written  “Criminal  Prosecution  in 
England”  and  “Trial  by  Jury”. 

Dean  Griswold  is  a graduate  of  Oberlin 
College  and  Harvard  University,  where  he 
has  been  a professor  of  law  since  1934. 
Before  joining  the  Harvard  School  he  spent 
five  years  as  attorney  in  the  office  of  the 
solicitor-general  and  special  assistant  to  the 
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attorney-general  in  Washington.  He  was 
appointed  dean  in  1946.  He  has  also  served 
as  consultant  to  the  U.S.  Treasury  Depart- 
ment, as  a member  of  the  policy  committee 
of  the  American  Law  Institute’s  income  tax 
project,  and  as  a trustee  of  Oberlin  College. 
President  Kennedy  nominated  him  to  the 
Civil  Rights  Commission  last  year.  He  is  the 
author  of  numerous  articles  on  civil  liberties, 
comparative  constitution  and  legal  education. 

Chief  Justice  McRuer,  a graduate  of  the 
University  of  Toronto,  was  called  to  the  bar 
of  Ontario  in  1914.  After  wartime  service 
overseas  with  the  Canadian  Field  Artillery 
and  Anti-Aircraft,  he  served  for  four  years 
as  assistant  Crown  attorney  for  Toronto  and 
York.  He  resumed  private  practice  in  1925 
until  being  appointed  Judge  of  the  Court  of 
Appeal  in  1944  and  Chief  Justice  in  1945. 
He  has  served  as  chairman  of  Royal  Com- 
missions on  the  law  respecting  sexual  psy- 


chopathic offenders  (1958)  and  on  the  law 
of  insanity  as  a defence  in  criminal  cases 
(1956),  and  served  on  the  Royal  Commis- 
sion inquiring  into  the  Canadian  penal  sys- 
tem in  1937-38.  He  is  the  author  of  “The 
Evolution  of  the  Judicial  Process.” 

Dr.  Farrar  was  born  in  the  United  States 
and  educated  at  Harvard  and  Johns  Hopkins 
Medical  School,  and  came  to  Canada  in 
1916.  Ten  years  later  he  was  appointed 
Medical  Director  of  the  newly  built  Toronto 
Psychiatric  Hospital  and  Professor  and  head 
of  the  department  of  psychiatry  in  the  Uni- 
versity of  Toronto.  In  these  offices  he 
initiated  the  first  Canadian  course  for 
graduate  physicians  entering  psychiatry  as  a 
medical  specialty.  He  retired  in  1947  but 
continues  to  serve  as  editor  of  the  American 
Journal  of  Psychiatry,  a position  he  has  held 
since  1931.  He  received  an  honorary  doctor- 
ate from  McGill  University  in  1961.

was  able  to  obtain  some  material  for  radio 
carbon  dating. 

In  June,  Dr.  E.  S.  Rogers  made  a prelimi- 
nary survey  of  Indian  reserves  and  settlement 
patterns  in  southern  Ontario  with  a view  to 
more  intensive  work  next  year.

Through  the  aid  of  the  Canadian  National 
Sportsman’s  Show  and  the  Ontario  Depart- 
ment of  Lands  and  Forests,  the  Department 
of  Ornithology  sent  an  expedition  to  the 
Sutton  River  region  of  south  Hudson  Bay 
during  the  early  summer  of  1962  in  search 
of  the  nesting  grounds  of  the  Hudsonian 
Godwit,  Limosa  haemastica.  The  personnel 
of  the  expedition,  Messrs.  D.  Baldwin  of 
the  department’s  staff  and  D.  J.  T.  Hussel, 
a volunteer,  reached  this  remote  area  by 
plane  and  travelled  by  canoe  down  the  river. 
They  encountered  Godwits  actively  defensive 
over  a wide  boggy  terrain  but  in  the  time 
limited  by  schedule,  no  nest  was  found.  Data 
on  this  and  86  other  bird  species,  together 
with  a collection  of  specimens  from  this 
remote  and  little  known  region,  made  the 
expedition  successful.
